REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of 
record considered as a whole alone or in combination neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious, the motor are electrically powered in a manner that when the control member 
is in the third position the two motors are powered by series, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations in claim 18; prior art of record considered as a whole alone or in 
combination neither anticipates nor renders obvious, the knob presenting the means for 
selectively putting the first duct or the second duct into communication with the collector 
and including two cam paths each controlling the opening and closing of a first switch 
which, when in the closed position, powers the first motor, and a second switch 
controlling the operation of the second motor, in combination with the rest of the 
limitations in claim 27.
